In- 
germ an was sho t fatally in an a t­ 
tem p ted am bu sh o f a ro bber at 
the p o o lro o m o f Cly de Miller at 
Cambridge City . 
A m an who reco gnized Bell 
and co mmu nicated with the In­ 
diana state bu reau o f crim inal! 
identificatio n, led to the y o u th’s 
arrest. Indiana au tho rities tele­ 
grap hed Denv er p o lice tha t Bell f 
was w anted in Way ne co u nty o n I 
a m u rder indictm ent. 
On the night Ingerm an was 
killed, Miller had been tip p ed 
tha t his p o o lro o m was to be 
ro bbed. The two lay in wait, and 
when an intru der entered abo u t 
1 a. m., Ingerm an o p ened fire. 
The ro bber retu rned the sho t, a 
bu llet striking the m arshal in the 
chin and lo dging in the back o f 
his thro at. Miller then grap p led 
w ith the p ro wler, who beat him 
cn the head with a p o o l ball and 
escap ed. Miller said he reco g­ 
nized the m an as Bell. 
Ingerm an died fo u r day s later 
in a Co nnersv ille ho sp ital. 


Mrs. Essie Best, age 39 y ears, \ 
wife o f Andrew Best, died Mo n­ 
day afterno o n a t fiv e o ’clo ck at 
her ho me in Orange. She had 
been in ill health fo r a lo ng time 
and co mp licatio n o f diseases was 
giv en as the cau se o f her death. 
She was well kno wn in the 
Orange v icinity hav ing liv ed the 
last ten y ears o f her life there.

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THE PASSING OF THE PHARISEE. 
Dr. James Lyons Biggar, national commis­ 
sioner of the Canadian Red Cross society, makes 
a comment on our current definitions of civiliza­ 
tion th at is well worth considering in detail. 


Any definition of civilization which leaves out 
the word “hum anitarianism ,” says Dr. Biggar, is 
not a good definition. To his mind, the essential 
feature of this modern civilization of ours is 
m an’s growing concern over the ills and misfor­ 
tunes of others. 


“Our civilization,” he says, “is moved, as no 
earlier civilization was moved, by the miseries 
which are revealed to it. 
In the old days the 
enormous, 
preponderous majority 
were of the 
Pharisees, who saw the wounded traveler and 
cared not, but passed by on the other side. To­ 
day the Good Sam aritan is beginning to domin­ 
ate the situation. 
“In times past the answer to the question.” 
‘Am I my brother’s keeper?’ was ‘No.’ 
Today it 
begins to be ‘Yes.’ ” 
Proof of Dr. Biggar’s statem ent is furnished 
by the very existence of the organization he 
heads — the Red Cross. 
There is further proof of it in the daily 
course of events everywhere. 
Let a hurricane strike a West Indian island; 
let an earthquake knock down a city in Japan; 
let a famine bring misery and death to a valley 
far in the interior of China; let a flood sweep 
away homes in the Mississippi valley — and in­ 
stantly, from thousands of miles away, contribu­ 
tions of money, goods and service start coming 
from thousands of people. 
This new attitude — and it is a new attitude, 
for th at sort of thing was never dreamed of a 
few decades ago — is extremely important. Dr. 
Biggar is quite right in saying that no real de­ 
scription of modern civilzation can leave it out 
of the reckoning. 
We 
are 
getting 
more 
neighborly, 
more 
thoughful, more kindly. 
And that, in a world 
that has never had enough of any of those qual­ 
ities, is cheering news. 


DANGEROUS. 
Following the night club fire in Detroit, 
where 19 revellers lost their lives, it was rumored 
that the blaze th at caused the tragedy had been 
set by disgruntled bootleggers who were seeking 
revenge because their rivals had obtained the 
booze-supplying rights at the club. 


Now this rumor, of course, may be utterly 
groundless. But it is the sort of thing th at has 
happened before; and it illustrates perfectly the 
kind of chances you take when you patronize the 
average city speakeasy. 


The man who does into a speakeasy is put­ 
ting himself into contact with the underworld— 
with its most 
dangerous, unscrupulous 
layer. 
This is true no m atter how “exclusive” or tony 
the speakeasy he patronizes happens to be. The 
making and selling of liquor is in the hands of 
criminals, who are usually allied with gangs des­ 
perate enough to make Jesse Jam es’ outfit look 
like Sunday school lads. 
T hat’s a thing to remember, if you’re ii) the 
habit of dropping in on th at sort of place. 


“ TURNING THE TABLES.” 
Wc have seen frisky motorists go tearing 
along the highways and laugh sardonically when 
some pedestrian had to jump to keep from being 
crushed under the wheels. 
If the tables could be reversed, and the mo- 
torits were required to make a lightning jump to 
save his own hide, he might do a little fussing 
himself. 
And too, lie might realize w hat

mitigated nuisance he is to the public and how 
low he stands in the estimation of law abiding 
motorists and the public at large.

the mqjiy proposed solutions — a 
sliding bounty , a sliding scale or a 
sliding refiner’s ma rgin—may ulti­ 
mately be adopted if the present 
rate is changed at all. 
The tight is not a clear one be­ 
tween the domestic and Cuban pro­ 
ducers because other organizations, 
such as the American Bottlers of 
Carbonated Beverages, have joined 
with 
pro-consumer

A Mix ed-Up Fight

The House provided a 40-cent in­ 
crease, making the duty on Cuban 
refined 2.80 cents a pound. 
But 
candy interests argued that thLs 
gave eastern refiners, who already 
had 
adequate 
protection .Against 
Cuban refined sugar, an additional 
annual profit of $19,000,000. They 
pointed out that only 200,000 tons 
of refined sugar enter the country 
as aga inst about 5,000,000 tons re­ 
fined here annually . 
The famous sliding scale added 
at least 10 proposals to the list. At 
one stage sliding scales were being 
prepared faster than the ex perts 
could read them.

GREATER PROFITS CONVINCE SW INE 
PRODUCERS T H A T SA N IT A T IO N PAYS 


Hug producers of Indiana who 
have tried raising their 
pigs, 
according to the sanitation sys­ 
tem of hog production developed 
by the Bureau of Animal Indus­ 
try of the U. S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, are enthusiasic over 
the increase 
in 
their 
profits 
which the system made possible, 
says Dr. J. E. 
Gibson, Federal 
inspector in charge of hog-chol- 
era control work 
in 
Indiana. 
Doctor Gibson reports th at the 
increase 
in 
returns 
resulting 
from the use of the system, over 
the returns received by the same 
producers under 
their 
former 
methods, has been about $6 per 
pig, on an average. The system 
involves the farrowing and rais­ 
ing of pigs under such 
condi­ 
tions th at they do not have par­ 
asites, 
especially 
roundworms, 
which if not controlled 
retard 
growth and cause death in many 
instances. 
The plan of getting the system 
into practice was to go to 
the 
farm er in a township who had 
been 
the 
least 
successful 
in 
raising hogs and induce him to 


try out the system. 
So 
many 
farmers applied for supervision 
th a t all could not be served. 
One farm er who had. become 
greatly discouraged was about 
ready to quit hog raising.’ He 
took up the sanitation plan. He 
had to buy all the feed used ex­ 
cept pasture. He formerly 
had 
not been able to make his hogs 
average 200 pounds under 8 or 9 
months. This year, under the new 
system, he had 39 shotes which 
averaged exactly 200 pounds at 
5 m onths and 5 days. They sold 
for $11.50 
per 
hundredweight, 
bringing a total of $897, or $374 
more than cost of feed. 
Another farm er who had been 
able to raise, on an average, only 
4 or 5 pigs to- the sow, raised 
7 
pigs per sqw this year and 
a t­ 
tributed the results to the sani- 
| tation system. Altogether, in 
In­ 
diana this year more than 6,000 


i hogs were raised under the plan 
I with benefits amounting to $36,-

ists, decided upon a blood trans­ 
fusion. 
There was little change in the 
Yankee chieftain’s condition for 
the first few hours after the 
» transfusion. Then at 10:30 o’­ 
clock last night, Dr. King, after 
announcing his patient’s tem­ 
perature had risen from 104 to 
105 degrees, said his condition 
was -still critical.” 
The rise in temperature, Dr. 
King said, might be "due in part 
to the reaction of the transfusion 
and then again it might not.”

fessed to the slaying of John In- 
german, 70, night marshal at 
Cambridge City, last Aug. 20. In- 
german was shot fatally in an at- 
tempted ambush of a robber at 
the poolroom of Clyde Miller at 
Cambridge City. 


A man who recognized Bell 


and communicated with the In- 
diana state bureau of criminal 
identification, led to the youth's 
arrest. Indiana authorities tele- 
graphed Denver police that Bell 
was wanted in Wayne county on 
a murder indictment. 


On the night Ingerman was 


killed, Miller had been tipped 
that his poolroom was to be 
robbed. The two lay in wait, and 
when an intruder entered about 
1 a. m., Ingerman opened fire. 
The robber returned the shot, a 
bullet striking the marshal in the 
chin and lodging in the back of 
Ms throat. Miller.then grappled 
with the prowler, who beat him 
en the head with a pool balland 
escaped. Miller said he recog- 
nized the man as Bell. 


Ingerman died four days later, 


in a Connersville hospital. 


The automobile hi which Bell 


escaped was found at Collinsville. 
111., about ten days ago, after a

through which Bell had pur- 
chased the car had received a 
letter postmarked Anderson, Ind., 
signed by Bell, telling them the 
car would be found at Collins- 
ville.

University by A. R. Kelly. 


The study was made under the 


auspices of the division 6t an- 
Jiropology at Harvard and/ the 
Massachusetts State departfnen. 
of mental diseases. 


The subjects are a group oi 


more than 300 Mexicans, ranging 
from Spanish blood to Indian, 
but with no other racial crosses. 
The Spanish belong, for the inosi, 
part, to the short, slight, brunet 
long headed race of Europeans, 
the Mediterraneans, and are in 
marked contrast to the tall, vig- 
orous and 'robust Indians of 
northern and central Mexico. 
Many of .these Mexican tribes of 
Indians are famous runners and 
ithletes.

In all cases, Mr. Kelly finds 


that hightest/weight goes with 
;hose with the larger proportion 
of Indian blood. As the amount, 
of European blopd increases, tLi 
weight drops -progressively. All 
the differences are small, con- 
fined within ;an average of 1.0 
pounds, but are quite significant 
statistically. ,

THE PASSING OF THE PHARISEE. 


Dr. James Lyons Biggar, national commis- 


.Sioner of the Canadian Red Cross society, makes 
a comment on our current definitions of civiliza- 
tion that is well worth considering in detail. 


Any definition of civilization which leaves out 


•the word "humanitarianism," says Dr. Biggar, is 
not a good definition. To his mind, the essential 
feature of this modern civilization of ours is 
man's growing concern over the ills and misfor- 
tunes of others. 


"Our civilization," he says, "is moved, as no 


•earlier civilization .was moved, by the miseries 


', which are revealed to it. In the old days the 


enormous, preponderous majority were of the 
Pharisees, who saw the wounded traveler and 
cared not, but passed' by on the other side. To- 


• .-day the Good Samaritan is beginning to domin- 


ate the situation. 


•"In times past the answer to the question," 


'Am I my brother's keeper?' was 'No.' Today it 


- begins to be 'Yes.'" 


Proof of Dr. Biggar's statement is furnished 


by the very existence of the organization he 
heads — the Red Cross. 


There is further proof of it in the daily 


course of events everywhere. 


Let a hurricane strike a West Indian island; 


let an earthquake knock down a city in Japan; 
.Jet ~SL famine bring misery ^cintl death "to a. ^valley 
far in the interior of China; let a flood sweep 


, away homes in the Mississippi valley — and in- 
stantly, from thousands of miles away, contribu- 
tions of money, goods and service start coming 
from thousands of people. 


This new attitude — and it is a new attitude, 


for that sort of thing was never dreamed of a 
few decades ago — is extremely important. Dr. 
Biggar is quite right in saying that no real de- 
scription of modern civilzation can leave it out 
of the reckoning. 


We 'are getting more neighborly, more 


thoughful, more kindly. And that, in a world 
that has never had enough of any of those qual- 
ities, is cheering news. 


People don't have to install a radio outfit to 


pick up a rumor.

DANGEROUS. 


Following the night club fire in Detroit, 


where 19 revellers lost their lives, it was rumored 
that the .blaze that caused the tragedy had been 
set by disgruntled bootleggers who were seeking 
revenge because their rivals had obtained the 
booze-supplying rights at the" club. 


Now this rumor, of course, may be utterly 


groundless. But it is the sort of thing that has 
happened before; and it illustrates perfectly the 
kind of chances you take when you patronize the 
average city speakeasy. 


The man who does into a speakeasy is put- 


ting himself into contact with the underworld— 
with its most dangerous, unscrupulous layer. 
This is true no matter how "exclusive" or tony 
the speakeasy he patronizes happens to be. The 
making and selling of liquor .is in the hands of 
criminals, who are usually allied with gangs des- 
perate enough to make Jesse James' outfit look 
like Sunday school lads". 


That's a thing to remember, if you're i? the 


habit of dropping in on that sort of place. 


"TURNING THE TABLES." 


We have seen frisky motorists go tearing 


along the highways and laugh sardonically when 
some pedestrian had to jump to keep from being 
crushed under the wheels. 


IT the tables could t>e reversed, and the mo- 


torits were required to make a lightning jump to 
save his own hide, he might do a little fussing 
himself. 


And too, he might realize what 
an un- 


mitigated nuisance he is to the public and how 
low he stands in the estimation of law abiding 
motorists and the public at large.

A clever coach realizes that 


much' of his team's practice time 
should be given over to develop- 
ing the footwork of both linemen 
and backfield men. - Footwork is 
all essential in executing starts, 
stops, pivots, reverses, side steps 
and the sort. Excellent footwork 
is obtained 
leg muscles. 


by developing the

Skating during the winter is 


good training for open field run- 
ners. Basketball also helps to 
develop the leg muscles. During 
,the grid season, squad exercjse 
against dummy tacklers should 
be on the coach's daily menu. 
Wind sprints and running exer- 
cises also should be included 
with every practice. 


Linemen need clever footwork. 


The team which gets the jump 
on its opponent usually has line- 
men who are clever at footwork. 
Many times a lighter lineman 
can take out a heavier opponent 


by getting-started first. This re- 
quires powerful drive in the legs. 


Three different. types of foot- 


work are employed by .the ball 
carriers. The light-weight back 
depends upon his running speed. 
He sprints around the end using 
a change of pace to get out in 
the open. The middle-weight 
crosses the line and cuts back. 
To cut back he must be well 
trained in footwork.. The. heavy- 
weight depends upon leg drive to 
carry him through the mass of 
players on the line. He uses high 
knee action to break the tackles.

ITALY AND FRANCE ARE 


CONSTRUCTING CRUISERS

Washington, Sept. / 
Any naval limitation agreement 
reached at the projected London 
conference of the five leading 
naval powers very probably will 
accord to Japan, France and It- 
aly a greater ratio with respect 
to the United States and Great 
Britain in at least some of the 
categories of auxiliary craft than 
now exists with respect to capi- 
tal ships and airplane carriers. 


Whether this increase in ratio 


will apply to the largest type ot 
cruisers authorized under the 
Washington Arms treaty is a 
question for the conference to 
decide, but Japan is expected to 
ask for an increase in its ratio 
of all types of cruisers which 
would give it a strength in this 
category of 70 percent of 
the 


British and American totals, as 
compared to the sixty percent 
now applying to capital ships. 


France and Italy are expected 


to obtain a considerable increase 
in the ratio for destroyers and 
submarines, since these types are 
regarded as their greatest de- 
fense weapons in view of 
the 


small size of the fleets of capital 
ships which they agreed to ac- 
cept at the Washington confer- 
ence. 


While there is no official in- 


formation on the subject, the 
view is entertained in some quar- 
ters here that they also will ask 
for higher cruiser ratios. France 
now has-a total cruiser tonnage 
of 139,000 standard tons, includ- 
ing three ships under construc- 
tion, while Italy has 127,00 stand-

MILLIONS FROM STATES 


Hig-hway Officials Want Against 


Stretching Feearal Aid to By- 


• reads in Counties of States

Washington, D. C.—States are 


helping counties in local road 
building at a rate which makes 
unnecessary the extension of the 
Federal Aid principle to the con- 
struction of by-roads, according 
to a bulletin issued by the Ameri- 
can Highway Educational Bur- 
eau. 


This is the 
view taken by 


highway officials, it is explained, 
who are qualified to speak from 
an economic rather than from ^a 
theoretical legislative standpoint 
Especial attention is called toj 
the fact that counties already] 
are receiving from spates more 
than $118,000,000 annually 
for 


use in local road construction. 
-This amount,'' says the bulletin, i 
-is the approximate share which' 
counties are receiving from mo- 
tor vehicle license fee and gas 
tax income. In addition to the 
above amount, seventeen states 
out of the twenty-one states in- 
creasing then: gas tax rates last 
year are turning back all of their 
increase for use on county roads. 


-For these reasons," says the 


bulletin, -highway officials insist 
that there should be no tinkering 
with the present Federal Aid 
program. Besides, officials quali- 
icd to speak claim that to dev- 
iate from the present program 
would be virtually to break faith 
with the people in the promises 
icld out -while the Federal Aid 
plan was going through Con- 
ress. That promise was that, im- 


provement on back roads would 
come as a logical result of build- 
ing the main roads first, and 
building them so well that sav- 
ings effected in road upkeep and 
vehicle fuef costs could later be

from license fees and gas tax 
amounts to over $13,750,000 an- 
nually. 'When it is remembered 
Lhat California's first bond issue 
to get road building under way 
amounted to only $18,000,000, to 
be applied" over the entire state, 
the sum now going to counties 
annually as a direct result of 
that first step shows how income 
from motor vehicles for 
road 


purposes has been stimulated by 
the original program. In other 
words, one good highway invest- 
ment is turning back increased 
capital for other investments of 
like character without having to 
look to bond issues or Federal 
Aid on outer roads.

1928 records, more than $11,300,- 
000 a year went back to counties 
for local road construction. Ala-

vention Department of the Hoos- 
ier State Automobile Association, 
the next largest group of injur- 
ries and death is due to automo- 
bile collisions, and the next is 
that of collisions with fixed ob- 
jects: This illustrates that bad 


more automobile drivers is the 
cause of a very large percent oi 
accidents. 


Estimating the total drivers of 


the United States at 21,000,000 
and' using the Hoover statistics 
for total • accidents which place 
them at- approximately 660,000 
one driver in every 30 "gets his 
man- each year. He either kills 
him or cripples him. And in this 
connection it must not be lost 
sight of that every automobile 
injury is -a potential fatality.

Although this is 
receiving considerable public at- 
tention, as of course it should, 
we must not fail in our attention 
to other phases of the public ac- 
cident problem.

Berliir (fP)—Holding 
a mono- 


poly on radio broadcasting is 
proving one of the most lucrative 
undertakings that the German 
ministry of posts has engaged in. 
Some 30,000,000 marks annually 
flow into the coffers of the min- 
istry through this monopoly. Ev- 
ery set owner must pay about $6 
per year, for the privilege. 


The money is collected by the 


mail carrier, and goes on a 50-50 
basis into the coffers of the pos- 
tal ministry and of the compan- 
ies licensed by it to provide the 
daily programs.
